an outer layer of fluid-resistant material shaped to conform to a ^ttock and leg 
region of a user; 

an anchor layer secured to the outer layer and having a sh^G conforming to that of 
the outer layer; and 

an inner layer of fluid-resistant material with att figfar sides thereof attached to the 
anchor layer, the attached four sides thereof being dis^ced laterally inwardly inv i ^ord from 
corresponding sides of the anchor layer, and th6 inner layer at all four sides thereof 
extending outwardly from the anchor laye r, on/the user side of the undergarment when the 
undergarment is worn, to form a pocket. 


2. (Currently Amended) The A protective undergarment as in claim 1, wherein 
a base portion of the pocket is p^itioned on a surface of the anchor layer 

3. (Currently Amended) The A ppot^tive undergarment as in claim 1, wherein 
the pocket is secured to the anchor layer by sty

of the pocket is circumscribed by an elastic strij 
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
